It pays wea at all times 
to be good to the cows, because they 
give in proportion to what they. get. And 
it is false economy t attempt to save hy 
stinting the Cows in their feeding, for 
if allowed to.fall off in their milking for 
a time it requires more feed to_ bring 
them up to the former standard of work, 
if. indeed, it can possibly be done in the 
sume year, than would have been re- 
quired to Keep up a steady New, for what 
was lost ef eondilion must be made up 
before progress can be recorded. 

The welcome fall rains have proved a 
areal relief to the nuads of many fare 
mers short of feed, and have so stimu- 
lnted the milk flow as to greatly ag ila 
the revenue from that seurce, but in the 
usual order-of things we may soon look 
for frosty: nights. which will lower the 
feeding quality of the grass, and foo 
chilling Winds, which cheek the working 
eapacity of the cows, It will be theApart 
of wisdom to prepare fcr these econtn- 
gencies, and commence in good time to 
stable at night the cows that are milk- 
inge and saipplement the food they get 
endahe pasture with a liltie hay, or some 
earmstilks, or ensilage, or a little ration 
of Meal and’ bran te keep them in good | 
heart and keep up, the production of 
milk. In no branch af farming is it more 
true than in daipving, that what is worth 
dcing is worth doing well, and the man- 
agement of the cows as lo careful for in- 
diffprent feeding may’ make all the dif- 
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ference between a apeofit and a logs in 
their keeping.

BECAUSE DOOR WAS FRONT. 

The only serious charge that has 
ever been brought against the Irish

laws with rigorous exactitude. There

A PEERLESS ARRAY. 


The Swiss army has repeatedty in its 
history hurled back the !rained legion- 
aries of Europe, and to-day fronts the 
werld in its Alpine fastness, calim and 
peaceful. It is decidedly more modern 
in spirit and organization than any 
olher army in Europe, and just now a 
muixed cammittee of both Houses of the 
British Parliament is investigating the 
system, with the object of having‘ 
ecpied by Great Britain, 

Switzerland, may be regarded as a 
nation under arms, allhough ils object 
is def(fse, not defiance. A new army 
Act has just come into being. but is 
only a slight modification of the old 
Act. According to it, every able-bodied 
man must serve in the Auszug froin the 
uge Of 20 lo 82, and there is no means 
of escaping this, for the lollery: systein 
of selection is not in use, 

From 33 to 40 he becomes one of the 
Landwehr (the first reserve); from 40 
i> lo 48 he belongs to the Landstrum 
“av second reserve) Even then he muy 
be called upon if his country needs 
him, and he may also have to join the 
fighting forces before he has reached 
the age of 20 if necessity arses, Atl 
the men forming the Auszug are called 
upon for about a fortnight’s special ser- 
vice each year, and are thus kept in con- 
Slant training. On joining the army 
fr the first time a man is placed in 
the recruiting school, where he learhs 
his drill. The period of #arly train- 
ing? extends over about two months for 
iifantry, three months for cavalry, and 
helween two and three months for ar- 
Chery and for pioneers, 

To the forces thus obtained may be 
wdded those Comparatilvely few men 
who, being exempt for one reason ar 
another, still wish ta serve, and are 
kugwn as the velunteers. Every Swiss 
must serve, bul if he is unfit or is un- 
able to serve for some other ajproved 
cause, he must pay a yearly militia tax, 
Which ceases when he is 44. The offi- 
cers are, of course, permanent; other- 
wise, in the strict sense of the word, 
Switzerland has no stan@ing army.

WEST HAM FRAUDS EXPOSED, 


The ink he has used has trapped many 
a forger. In the case of the recent West 
Ham Workhouse frauds the keen eye 
ef the ink expert discovered that cer- 
tain entries in the workhouse books had 
been altered. Were they merely correc- 
tions made at the time of the entry, or 
atlerations made afterwards? An analy- 
sis of the inks revealed the fact that the 
carrections were in a different ink from 
that used in the entries themselves. 
They had not been made al the same 
lume with ink out of the same inkpot! 
{lL was a suspicious fact which led bo the 
discovery of the frauds those alterations 
were meant to conceal. 

The study of inks has added a new 
pilfall in the way of the forger of which 
only rhasters in forgery seem to be 
aware, Not only is there a difference 
in the inks of to-day, but the inks now 
in use differ enormously from those «f 
thirty or fifty years ago. That the dif- 
furence is perfectly clear to the analy- 
tical chemist is a fa@et that the forge 
of ancient documents very frequently 
forgets. :

A PRIVATE’S HEROISM. 


-— — 





Carried Water to Wounded Soldiers In 
the Face of Death. 


_ It is one of the anomalies of war 


that, although it stirs the savage na-* 


ture of mankind, it also calls out the 
Highest qualities of courage, unselfish- 
ness and devetion. Many. a deed of 
martial heroisin is done in the name of 
mercy*® rather than of the god of bat- 
tle. No description of a fierce’ charge, 
says the Youth's Companion, records 
more determined valor than does the 
story of Richard Kirkland as told) by 
General Kershaw. 

Kershaw was a private who, served 
in the South Carolina “olunteers dur- 
ing the civil war. After the bloody 
battle of Fredericksburg his brigade 
evecupied the road near the ficld. One 
hundred and fifty yards. beyond the 
field Jay the Federal troops, and be- 
tween the ground was covered by the 
dead and dying. <All day long the air 
was rent with the cries and groans of 
the wounded and the pitiful calls 
“Water! Water!" 

In the afternoon as General Wershaw 
sat inthe upper roemn of his head- 
quarters overlooking the fleld Kirkland 
asked permission to speak to him. 

“General,” said the young man, “I 
can't stand it.” 

“Stand what, sergeant?’ 

“All night and all day I've heard! 
those poor people crying for water. I 
caine to ask permission to give them 
a drink.” \ 

“Kirkland,® responded the genvral, 
“don’t you know that if you ever step

Powdered. 

A balloon consists o# patches of cloth 
about a yard square sewed secure- 
ly together, This is not because of 
any difficulty in making the fabric of 
« globular shape, for that could easily 
be done if the pifces were shaped like 
the skin on the section of an apple. 
The reason is that no absolutely re- 
liable fabric has yet been invented, 
and there is always the possibility of 
the balloon bursting,

When the balloon is made it is care- 
fully varnished, three coats being giv- 
en, and gach being allowed to dry 
thoroughly before the next is applied. 
If one coat is left moist the fabric 
Will be attacked by a species of dry 
rot, which will make {ft as fragile as 
the paper this is printed on. In the 
early days. of ballooning many fatal 
accidents were due to this defect, but 
vow the utmost care is exercised. 
When a balloon is packed up for a 
jovrney, powdered chalk is sprinkled 
hetween the folds, as otherwise they 
would stick together and tear.

Great interest hus been evinced in 
England in the statement that a trans- 
Atlantic wireless telegraph service will 
be opened by the Marconi Company this 
month, savs the London Tribune. These 
niessages Will be transmitted, il was an- 
nounced, froin the Station at Clifton, 
lreland, to Cape Breton, Canada, and the 
ruteSs will be dd. a word, plus land 
charges. The press rate witll be 24d. a 
word, plus land charges. 

When the Irish station was finished a 
month ago, Mr. Marcon proceeded to 
Canada. and the tests that he made are 
Stated to have been highly successful. 
The Canadian station is said to be prac- 
tically identical in design with that in 
Ireland, and it is now claimed (that what 
has been known as the “daylight difli- 
culty” in connection with wireless tele- 
graphy has been surmounted, and that 
under the worst conditions it is* possible 
to transnut messages across Lhe Atlantic.
